Wrecks Car 
On Freeway

Charlie, who is 2% years old 
and “‘a fiend for cars,” Friday 
afternoon drove the family auto- 
mobile under a barbed wire fence, 
down a steep embankment and 
onto the Northwest Expressway. 


He wrecked the car. And the 
trip cost him a swollen lip and 
a cut or two, his mother said. 


It shocked Charlie’s mother, 
Mrs. Wallace Bromberg of 1072 
Northcliffe Dr., NE. But Charlie 
had no trouble downing a bowl 
of cereal for supper, Mrs. Brom- 
berg said, adding, “He is as 
happy as can be, and alert.”

An attempt to recover a 
300-pound capsule ejected from 
the Discoverer will be made near 
Hawaii on ‘Tuesday. 


Next month a similar capsule is 
expected to carry a monkey aloft 
to sample hazards man will en- 
counter during an extended period 
in orbit. 

The 81-foot projectile roared up 
at 3:26 p.m. EST. Two hours later 
the Air Force said its satellite 
second stage was whizzing around 
the earth’s poles every 95 minutes 
at altitudes ranging from 201 to 
400 miles. 


Discoverer XX is six feet longer 
and 750 pounds heavier than the 
19-foot, 1,700-pound satellites lofted 
earlier in the series. 


The two successful launchings 
gave the United States nearly a 
four-to-one lead over the Soviet 
Union in earth satellites. The 
United States launched 3, the 
Soviet Union, 9.

‘ Let's Get Moving 
: On Federal Roads 


, Two weeks ago, President Kennedy re- 

leased 19 million dollars in federal road 
help to Georgia. The funds were not due 
to be released until April. The President 
offered the money in February because of 
the recession—in the hope that money 
would be put in circulation that much 
sooner. 

If it were, of course, that would mean 
more jobs, more buying power, more 
~ business, less unemployed, less relief. 

Georgia couldn’t use the money. 

No projects were ready. 

Meanwhile, more unemployment bene- 
fits are sought, less and less money is 
in circulation and across the nation there 
are further “retrenchments.” (Called by 
various names. The 2,200 Atlantans laid 
off temporarily yesterday by auto plants 
call their work interruption an “inven- 
* tory adjustment.”) 

The 19 million dollars Kennedy made 
available is the fourth quarter (of the 
- fiscal year) allocation. The state not only 
~ was unable to begin using it immedi- 
ately—it also had not yet used the 19 mil- 
lion dollars allocated for the current 
quarter. (We have known since Jan. 4 
what we will have to spend in the next 
fiscal year. When will we prepare those 
projects?) 

Georgia taxpayers and businessmen 
and the unemployed looking for work 
would like to see the state take advan- 
tage of this move by the Kennedy ad- 
ministration. 

That it would require a speedup by the 
bureaucrats here and in Washington is 
obvious. That there may be certain road- 
blocks is also obvious. ‘Red tape (state 
and federal) must be cut. But speeding 
up and vaulting over roadblocks seem 
little enough to ask of our officials, who, 
certainly, share the general public’s de- 
sire that we get moving out of this nag- 
ging and destructive recession.

Reflecting upon the legislative pas- 
sage of the open-school bills, Fulton and 
DeKalb County citizens have reason to 
be grateful for the conduct of their local 
elected representatives.

Require Sensible Action 


Memo to the Fulton County delegation 
in the General Assembly: 


You are considering some measures 
of considerable interest and importance to 
the citizens of this community. They de- 
serve action based on what’s best for all 
and not that dictated by pressure groups 
intent on personal gain. 

There is the matter of a pension plan 
for Atlanta and Fulton County employes 
to be hired in the future. This matter has 
been kicked around for a long time and 
this is the second year it’s up for action 
in the legislature. A basic plan was pre- 
sented many, many months ago after 
careful study by experts, including an ac- 
tuary. The plan is practical and one that 
the governments can afford. 


There is no excuse that we can see 
why. members of the delegation cannot 
come up with an acceptable bill, in spite 
of loud internal opposition, that would 
eventually give the city and county a uni- 
form pension program instead of the five 
or six which now exist. Technical points 
should be settled now. 


There is pressure on the delegation to 
raise salaries for certain city and county 
employes. The Atlanta Bar Assn., for in- 
stance, is urging salary raises for certain 
judges. 

May we suggest again that salaries of 
city and county officials are the responsi- 
bility of the elected officials of these gov- 
ernments and not of legislators? These of- 
ficials have the task of keeping their gov- 
ernments solvent. It becomes an impossi- 
bility if legislators, under political pres- 
sure, take the responsibility from their 
hands. This practice should be ended once 
and for all. 


The pension plan is needed and has 
been sought both by city and county gov- 
ernments. A retirement plan also is in or- 
der for department heads. But let’s not 
meddle with governmental solvency by 
legislating salaries.

Within 24 hours of the assassi- 
nation of Patrice Lumumba in the 
Congo, the Communists were able 
to fire up attacks on the Belgians, 
the United Nations and the United 
States everywhere from Moscow 
and Warsaw to Cairo and Wasbh- 
ington, and no doubt there was 
Communist inspiration behind the 
flareup in the U.N. 

The full explanation, however, 
is more complex than that. De- 
spite startling progress In many 
areas, the American Negro is still 
living under appalling conditions 
in many cities and suffering indig- 
nities which his rising knowledge 
of the world will not permit him 
to accept. 

In addition, at least the young 
intelligent American Negro is be- 
ginning to feel part of a larger 
struggle in which the nation’s 
ideals are proclaimed to the world 
but denied to many of his own 
race at home. The rise of black 
Africa has arrested his attention 
and added to his frustrations. 
More than is generally realized, 
he has been identifying the battle 
for freedom in Africa with his own 
struggle for equality within the 
United States. 

Accordingly, the murder of a 
prominent Negro in the Congo— 
although he was slain by his own 
people—arouses emotions among 
American Negroes now that would 
not have been aroused to the 
same extent before Africa was so 
much in the news. There is, too, 
in America today not only an anti- 
Negro racism but an antiwhite 


racism led by a small but increas- 
ingly powerful sect of so-called 
black Muslims and by other less 
extreme organizations backing 
African freedom movements. 


Some of these sects are putting 
their race ahead of the nation to 
the detriment of both, and as 
usual the Communists are trying 
to provoke their frustrations and 
use them for their own purposes. 

The irony and tragedy of this is 
that the main hope for the libera- 
tion and freedom of the Congo lies 
with the United Nations which the 
Negro extremists are attacking. 


There is no way to avoid the 
cold war, or civil war or even a 
major war in central Africa unless 
the United Nations is left in the 
Congo to guide the transition to 
responsibility and independence. 
Yet the demonstrations are ap- 
parently designed to weaken the 
U.N. at the moment it is needed 
the most. 

The dangers of these demon- 
strations for the American Negro 
at home are less dramatic but 
nevertheless significant. Rightly 
or wrongly, these pictures on the 
television of American Negroes 
battling in the galleries of the 
U.N. in the middle of Adlai E. 
Stevenson’s speech are open to 
the interpretation that the demon- 
strators are more concerned about 
the Congo than about America. 

Thus the battle of the galleries 
Wednesday, if it has done nothing 
else, has alerted Washington once 
more to the consequences of frus- 
tration in the Negro community.

It was also the first time that 
a satellite was launched from 
the space agency’s station at 
Wallop’s Island on the eastern 
shore of Virginia.

For Not Asking Girls Out

pays a lot of attention to me and he’s always 
kidding around with me when we're in a 
crowd.

Why 
doesn’t he ask me out?” 


He may be insecure. In a crowd he may 
feel sure enough to kid around with you and 
show his interest that way, but when it comes 
to committing himself to a date, it’s a dif- 
ferent story. 


For example, he may think he’s extremely 
dull and, while he can hide this in a crowd, 
a girl would certainly find the truth about

NECKING PROBLEMS 


“Comes the end of any evening and he 
wants to neck.

There are many things that society has 
made a lot easier for boys than for girls. 
Like necking. Nobody thinks of a boy as bad 
because he necks with every girl he dates. 


it is expected of them—that they'd be consid- 
ered peculiar if they didn’t try it. All in all, 
necking is no great problem for boys. It’s 
socially acceptable—and they don’t have to be 
concerned about the consequences. 


Because of this, boys often have fewer 
anxieties about necking, and thus 
more, and even want i more than many 
girls do. This doesn’t mean that 
sarily have deeper sexual feelings than giris 
de. Girls simply learn to keep 
control. What is true, however, is 
adolescence, because of changes 
a boy often has a tremendous 
release of sexual energy more 
of the same age. 


Basically, that’s why it seems that 
ways wants to neck, while you may 
terested in it only occasionally. 


Why doesn’t he want to stop? Because it’s 
difficult for a boy to stop once he is stimu- 
lated. Just as it’s sometimes difficult for a 
girl to stop. But boys reach a higher pitch 
excitement sooner— and more easily — than 
girls do. 


There are several reasons why he may be 
angry when the girl wants to stop. He may 
feel so frustrated that the only way he can 
release some of his feelings is through anger. 
He may be annoyed because he feels the girl 
was teasing and leading him on. He may even 
feel rejected by the girl because she doesn’t 
want to continue to neck with him. 


DOES HE LIKE ME? 

“T’m not even sure whether he really likes 
me or not, but every Monday night he calls 
and asks if I'm free for Saturday.

If he likes me, why doesn’t 
he say so? If he doesn’t, why does he keep 
dating me?” 


He may like the security of having a girl 
he can count on—one who doesn’t make too 
many demands on him. That way he can 
feel free to pay attention to other girls with- 
out having the responsibility of dating them. 


He may like you very much and assume 
that you know it because he keeps calling. 
He may be too shy to tell you how he feels, 
or he may be afraid that you would be too 
serious if he did tell you he liked you. 


He may like to keep you guessing. He may 
have the mistaken notion that you'll find him 
twice as fascinating if he plays a little hard- 
to-pin down. 


He may not be able to get other dates. 


He may find it hard to get to know girls 
and uses you as a kind of launching platform 
or safety zone. With you as his date at a 
party, it’s easier for him to pay attention to 
other girls because he can always run back 
to his safety zone—you. 


WHAT TO DO ABOUT IT 


The first step is to understand why a boy 
acts as he does. Once you've figured that 
out, you’re on the road to understanding what 
to do about it. 4 


Sometimes there isn’t anything you can do 
—except forget him. But often, with a little 
patience, a little tact, a few hints dropped at 
the right moment, you can work out the 
problem. 


There’s never any pat answer when you're 
dealing with another individual, but if you 
sincerely try to understand the roots of the 
problem, you’ve taken a long step in the right 
direction.

The Stars of ‘Exiles’ 
Vanish Into Roles

Their office mates wouldn't know them—the three leading 
ladies in James Joyce’s “Exiles.” 


The period play, opening Saturday night at the Academy 
Theater, stars in feminine roles Miss Prissy Harris, Mrs. Gloria 
Maloof and Miss Martha Tanner, all business girls by day. 


On stage they turn into: the emotional young housewife, 
Bertha; the old family maid, Brigid, and the spinsterish other 
woman, Beatrice, respectively. 


ALL IN TWENTIES 


The young actresses, all in their twenties, add years to their 
apa appearances without a whimper. The play is set in Dublin 
1910. 


Prissy Harris, age 19 and an insurance office clerical worker, 


becomes the 28-year-old ‘‘earth mother” in the play. Her role prob- 
ably parallels that of the author’s real-life wife, Prissy thinks. 


“It’s a hard role,"’ the young actress admits. “I am the 
complete woman, guided entirely by emotions.” 

This is her third important role with the drama group. 
PRUDISH SPINSTER 

Miss Tanner, an effervescent young career girl, becomes a 
prudish, bookish spinster playing Beatrice. 

The attractive secretary, who loves feminine clothes, switches 
to a severe black suit for her stage role, pulls back her dark hair 
in a plain style and becomes a believable old maid. 

She ages from her own 23 years to about 28 years on stage. 


Strangely enough, the ugly-duckling transposition pleases pretty 
Miss Tanner, a drama student for the past four years. She pre- 
fers character roles. 


“I’m young in this play,’ she quips. ‘I usually play an old 
woman.” 
HEAVY MAKE-UP 

Under heavy make-up, spectacles and a shawl, Brigid, the 


family maid, is actually attractive Mrs. Gloria Maloof, young wife 
of Maurice Maloof, an Atlanta attorney, and business girl herself. 


Mrs. Maloof was troubled more by acquiring a heavy Irish 
accent than by aging her appearance. 


“I tried not to practice too much on my husband,”’ she recalls. 


Part of the fun of the theater is “having different roles thrown 
at us,”’ the young housewife explains.

Handicapped Face Fear of Job Loss

Miss Edith Laird is a deaf 
mute. Despite her handicap, 
however, for years she’s been 
self-sufficient, capable of earn- 
ing, at least in part, her liv- 
ing. For the past 11 years, 
she’s been a diligent worker 
who’s had to apologize to no 
one for the efficiency of her 
performance. Now she’s faced 


with the loss of her job. 


Mrs. A. J., at the age of 57, 
is badly crippled with arthritis. 
The Atlantan has outlived her 
husband and two children. Her 
ability to earn a living dimin- 
ished with the advancement of 
an arthritic condition. 


Far from helpless, however, 
Mrs. A. J. found a wage-earn- 
ing outlet for her abilities. 


But her job is now threat- 
ened. 


Miss Laird, Mrs. A. J. and 
at least 48 other physically 
handicapped men and women 
in Atlanta currently face a 
drastically cut work-week or 
total unemployment. 


Their desperate plight is not 
the result of a haggle between 
labor and management.

Miss Laird and Mrs. A. J. 
are among more than 50 work- 
ers at Atlanta’s Goodwill In- 
dustries, a Community Chest 
agency which enables handi- 
capped men and women to be- 
come self-supporting through 
jobs and job training. 


To do this, Goodwill main- 
tains a workshop where hand- 
icapped people are trained to 
clean, repair and recondition 
old clothes, shoes, electrical 
appliances, toys, furniture and 
other discards donated by the 
public. 


These reconditioned mate- 
rials are then placed in three 
Goodwill retail stores for sale 
at low prices. 


“The result is twofold,” ob- 
served Joe Laudermilk, acting 
director of the local Goodwill 
Industries. ‘“‘Money from the 
sales provides the salaries of 
the handicapped workers, and 
the merchandise enables low- 
income families to buy neces- 
sary clothing and furniture at 
prices they can afford to pay.” 


He added that the Goodwill 
objective is to rehabilitate the 


handicapped and help place 
them in private business and 
industry. 


All of these industrious adults 
will lose their jobs unless their 
appeal for old clothing and 
household furnishings is met— 
by the public—immediately. 


“To keep the workshop go- 
ing,” Mr. lLaudermilk ex- 
plained, “Goodwill Industries 
must have discarded clothing, 
furniture, toys and other items 
to repair and resell.”’ 


Last year, nearly 200 men 
and women were provided em- 
ployment at Goodwill’s work- 
shop. Many of these are mw 
employed in private business. 
In 1960, Goodwill employes 
paid more than $11,677 in taxes. 


To keep these people work- 
ing, you need only to search the 
closets, attics and cellars for 
clothing, toys, furniture no 
longer in use by your family. 
Arrangements for pickup of the 
discards by a Goodwill truck 
can be made by calling the of- 
fice-workshop at 15 Courtland 
Street.

Hepatitis Peak Seen 


This Month or Next 


February or March will probably be peak months for viral 
hepatitis in the United States, but a rapid drop is expected with the 
coming of warm weather, Dr. Alexander D. Langmuir, chief of the 
epidemiology branch of the U.S. Public Health Service Communicable 


Disease Center, said Friday. 


“We expect it to be down con- 
siderably in the spring and sum- 
mer,” he said. “This is one of the 
more orderly diseases following 
its disease pattern.” 


STATES TOTAL 106 


The CDC Morbidity and Mor- 
tality report for the week ending 
Feb. 11 showed 1,639 cases of 
hepatitis reported during the 
‘week. Seventeen of these were 
in Georgia. 

The Georgia cases brought the 
state’s total to 106 for the first 
six weeks of the year. The 
six-weeks total for the United 


States is 9,576 compared to 4,300 
for the same period in 1960. 


Dr. Langmuir said “about 99 
per cent’ of the hepatitis cases 
reported in the United States is 
viral hepatitis. This is a virus 
disease spread through the hu- 
man intestinal tract. 

The last peak in viral hepatitis 
came in early 1954. Dr. Langmuir 
explained that the hepatitis pat-

tern shows peaks every seven 
years. 


An outbreak of infectious hepa- 
titis in Pascagoula, Miss., which 
hit 32 persons was traced to raw 
oysters, Dr. Archie L. Gray of 
the Mississippi State Board of 


| Health, reported. 


Case histories revealed that 27 
of the victims had eaten raw oys- 
ters from 20 to 40 days before be- 
coming ill with the disease. 


PROBE STARTED 


Investigators found that 19 of 
the cases reported were associ- 
ated with oysters packed in pint 
containers by one group of dis- 
tributors. Investigation of the 
source of contamination is in 
progress. 


The weekly Public Health Serv- 
ice report noted that although epi- 
demic influenza continues in 
Great Britain, there have been no 
reports of influenza activity with- 
in the United States. 

Dr. Langmuir said the influenza 
outbreak in Great Britain is Asian 
flu, and no outbreak is expected 
within the United States.
